BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A U.S. 
Navy ship landed 384 Americans and 
82 lebanese from Cyprus in Beirut 
today. 
The evacuees were among 4,000 
foreigners British forces convoyed 
from Nicosia to a British base on the 
south coast of the embattled island 
Sunday, after the Turkish invasion 
trapped them in the Cypriot capital. 
U.S. Navy helicopters ferried the 466 
persons to the am phibious ship 
Coronado Monday night for the trip 
here. 
An A m erican official said the 
Coronado was the first Navy ship to 
dock in the Lebanese capital since its 
waters were closed to the U.S. Navy 
after the 1967 Arab-Israeli war. 
Several dozen lebanese arm y troops 
armed with submachine guns stood 
guard as the evacuees disembarked. 
They were taken to the Holiday Inn 
in downtown Beirut.

B achelis 
of 
Pacific 
Palisades, Calif., said it had been a 
“terrifying” experience. 
“I have never felt raw fear before 
this,” she said. 
Mrs. Bachelis was one of more than 
IOO Americans who took refuge in the 
Hilton Hotel in Nicosia. They slept on 
the floor of a banquet room in their 
clothes. 
The most frightening part of the 
experience “was when Greek Cypriot 
soldiers began running through the 
crowded basement and lower floor of 
the hotel with their guns loaded. 
People were falling over each other 
scream ing,” she said.

“brought tears to our eyes,” she 
reported, and aboard the Coronado the 
crew gave up their bunks to the refu­ 
gees and served them ice cream all 
night. 
Strip Mine 
Opponents 
Lost Ground 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- E nvi­ 
ronmentalists have suffered a number 
of m ajor setbacks on House legislation 
to curb the abuses of strip coal mining. 
By a 65 to 19 vote Monday, the House 
agreed to exempt strip miners who 
remove entire mountaintops from the 
stringent requirements that would 
apply to those who do their mining on 
the steep sides of the mountains. 
The amendment was offered by Rep. 
John Slack, D-W. Va., who said steep 
slope regulations should not apply to 
mountaintop removal mining because 
when the top of a mountain is entirely 
removed, a flat “plateau” is created. 
The problems of strip mining and 
land reclamation on such a plateau are 
different from those on a sharp incline, 
he argued. 
In another defeat for environ­ 
mentalists, the House rejected 58 to 13 
a proposed amendment by Andrew 
Young, D-Ga., that would have banned 
all strip mining on mountain slopes 
that are steeper than 20 degrees. 
It also rejected an amendment that 
would have established tough federal 
strip mining standards within 120 
days. The bill provides that these 
standards be phased in gradually over 
a three-year period. In the meantime, 
less stringent interim standards would 
be in force. 
The controversial legislation has 
passed the Senate in a slightly dif­ 
ferent form. House debate was due to 
resume today. 
The legislation would establish a 
federal-state program for regulating 
strip mining.

LAGUNA BEACH, Calif. (AP) 
President Nixon's W atergate lawyer 
has refused repeatedly to tell newsmen 
whether Nixon will abide by the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the latest 
Watergate tapes case. 
Jam es D. St. Clair, appearing at a 
nationally televised news conference 
after conferring with Nixon for about 
two hours on Monday at San Clemente, 
fended off some IO questions from 
reporters that focused on the court 
ruling expected this week. 
In all the questioning, at White 
House press headquarters here, St. 
Clair provided a flat answer only when 
asked if Nixon could plead the Fifth 
Amendment and withhold tapes if the 
court directs him to surrender them to 
special Watergate prosecutor I ^eon 
Jaworski. 
“ I don’t know whether it would be 
legally possible or not, but I can assure 
you he will not plead the Fifth Amend­ 
m ent,’’ the Boston attorney responded. 
Asked whether Nixon already had a 
contingency plan to deal with an ad­ 
verse ruling, St. Clair said, “ No, and I 
don't see how he can until he gets the 
decision, reads the opinion and con­ 
sults with counsel.” 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 
on July 13, after conferring with Nixon 
at San Clemente, that he assumed any 
citizen would abide by a decision of the 
Supreme Court. However, St. Clair and 
other Nixon aides have ducked the 
question consistently. Said St. Clair: 


“ I must insist I feel to answer the 
questions would inject my view as to 
what the decision ought to be and, 
therefore, I have consistently and will 
continue to consistently continue to not 
answer.” 
He also argued “it is highly im­ 
proper to discuss a case that is pending 
before a court.” 
Jaworski seeks 64 additional tapes of 
presidential conversations which he 
says are needed for the trial of seven 
former Nixon aides and campaign offi­ 
cials scheduled to go on trial Sept. 9 on 
W atergate cover-up charges. 
The Supreme Court case a 1st) em­ 
braces the question of whether a 
federal grand jury that returned the 
indictments was within its rights in 
voting to name Nixon an unindicted 
coconspirator. 
St. C lair, dealing with related 
questions, also told newsmen: 
—No tapes have been burned or 
destroyed but some might not have 
existed in the first place, simply 
because conversations were not 
recorded. 
—He believes Congress and the 
American people ultimately will reach 
conclusions about Nixon’s guilt or 
innocence on the basis of a single 
issue— whether he authorized the pay­ 
ment of hush money to convicted 
Watergate burglar E. Howard Hunt. 
—Special counsel John Boar of the 
House Judiciary C om m ittee “ ad ­ 
mittedly has abandoned any views of 


impartiality and has stated explicitly 
that he feels the committee must vote 
to impeach the President. I suggest 
that is not his function." 


He disagrees w ith the committee's 
new 
Republican 
counsel, 
Sam 
Garrison, who argued on Monday that 
impeachment should not hinge merely 
on whether Nixon committed an im­ 
peachable offense but should take 
account of whether it would be in the 
national interest to oust him. 


“ I think that the evidence does not 
demonstrate complicity in any crime 
on the part of the President, and if 
viewed objectively and fairly you can 
come out in my judgment with only 
that conclusion,” St. Clair said. 
St. Clair dismissed as unimportant 
all W atergate-related allegations 
against Nixon except the question of 
hush money payments. 
In a defense brief submitted to the 
Judiciary Committee last week, St. 
Clair contended an oft-cited Nixon 
quote from one tape transcript—“for 
Christ sake, get it” referred to send­ 
ing a signal, rather than hush money, 
to Hunt. 
St. Clair was asked exactly what 
Nixon had in mind. 
“ I don’t really know what he had m 
mind, to be honest with you,” he 
replied. 
Asked if he had asked Nixon what 
was meant, St. Clair said, “ I don’t 
recall that I, have, in fact.”

Pickets claim tem peratures reach 
as high as 120 degrees in the area and 
say there are no fans or ventilating 
equipment to “ cool it down.” Pickets, 
however, say fans are used to cool 
down equipment and fuse boxes.

It was a false alarm , however, set off 
by an open water main. 
The access road to the plant was 
barricaded with chairs and saw horses 
by pickets at 6:55 a m. Tuesday. They 
were removed about 15 minutes later 
after deputies were again called to the 
scene. 
Workers said they would continue to 
ask vehicles not to enter the plant. 
Pickets said they have tried in the 
past to talk with the management at 
the plant but meetings were never 
held. 
It was reported that salaried em­ 
ployes were asked to stay away from 
the plant Tuesday by management 
personnel.

preferring to have all the voting at the 
end. They don’t like the prospect of a 
snow ball effect in case an early article 
is approved. 
Also proving troublesome to the 
Democrats is the order in which they 
will propose articles. Some favor going 
with the strongest first while others 
would prefer to test the waters with a 
marginal one. 
A new dimension was added to the 
debate and voting procedures Monday 
w hen the committee voted to allow live 
television and radio coverage of the 
sessions.

Fighting Flares On Cyprus As Talks Near

Fighting flared today in northern 
Cyprus as Britain, Greece and Turkey 
made preparations for peace talks in 
Geneva. 
The British Defense Ministry rn 
London said the renewed fighting 
occurred near Kyrenia as a British 
navy task force was evacuating 
stranded British and foreign nationals 
from a nearby beach. 
Further details on the fighting were 
not available, but the m inistry said the 
evacuation of about 2,500 refugees was 
continuing at a beach six miles east of 
Kyrenia. 
United N ations forces reported 
Monday night that the fighting on the 
island had stopped and the cease-fire 
was holding. 


More fighting was expected, par­ 
ticularly between the 
Greek 
and 
Turkish Cypriot communities. Turkish 
Prem ier Bident Ecevit said if either 
Turkish forces or the Turkish Cypriots 
were attacked, “ we will shoot back.” 


U.N. 
S ecretary-G eneral

Waldheim announced he would double 
the 2.300-man U.N. peacekeeping force 
on Cyprus. 


Britain said it expected negotiations 
for a peace settlement to open rn 
Geneva today or Wednesday. But it 
appeared that the talks would be 
delayed several days or until next 
week. 
The Greek cabinet was reported 
undecided who to send, since Acting 
Foreign Minister Constantine Kypreos 


took over the Foreign Ministry only a 
fortnight ago and is not considered 
experienced enough for the com­ 
plicated negotiations ahead.

Ohio Agencies Bid 
For Coal Project 


COLUMBUS. 
Ohio 
<A P>- 
Representatives from at least three 
Ohio concerns were expected to be in 
Washington today bidding for federal 
funds to finance coal-conversion 
projects in the Buckeye State. 
Expected to meet with officials of 
the federal Office of Coal Research 
were members of Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan’s energy council, former Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes, and a representa­ 
tive of Standard OU Co. of Ohio 
(Sohio). 
The OCR has set a Sept. 15 deadline 
for submitting proposals for coal use 
projects. 


Dr. Seymour E. Goldstone, coor­ 
dinator of the Ohio Energy Task 
Force, which staffs the Governor’s 
Energy Council, said the council's 
proposal 
would 
convert 
O hio’s 
abundant high-sulfur coal to industrial 
gas. 


“ Most proposals talk about high 
quality pipeline gas, but there are a lot 
of technical problems that are so great 
we ca n ’t expect anything 
com ­ 
mercially before 1985,” he said. 
The council expects its project to be 
operational within three years after 
the start “ because we're aiming for 
something fairly well known,” Gold- 
stone said. 
The project would use large quan­ 
tities of high-sulfur coal to produce low 
quality gas, which is “too bulky for 
pipelines,” he said. 
The manufactured gas would free 


natural gas for home heating and other 
uses, Goldstone said. 
Goldstone said the council 
will 
submit a preliminary proposal for the 
$20 million project if the OCR shows 
interest, “ and we’re fairly certain they 
will.” 
Rhodes also is expected to attend the 
meeting, along with representatives 
from a consortium of 12 Ohio in­ 
d u stries, 
to 
introduce 
a 
coal 
liquification-gasification proposal. 
A Rhodes’ associate, Fred Neuen- 
schwander, said the project calls for 
construction of a $400 million plant in 
Belmont County. 
He said the plant would produce 
either a solid material, a liquid, gas, or 
a combination of all three, depending 
on the needs of industries that fund the 
project. 
He estim ated the project could be 
completed within five years. 
Neuenschw under said OCR approval 
would provide about 50 per cent of the 
project’s funding, with the other half 
coming from a financial package put 
together by Rhodes. 
“ Rhodes’ business deals with in­ 
dustry every day. and he has been in 
touch with the people who are in­ 
terested,” Neuenschwander said. 
A Sohio spokesman said the oil firm 
had not yet filed a proposal with the 
OCR. but was considering a coal # 
gasification project at 
its 
Toledo 
refinery. 
The project would cost about $10 
million, the spokesman said.

Auto Prices 
To Increase 


On '75 Cars 


DETROIT (AP) - Ford Motor Co. 
has told its dealers prices on its 1975- 
model cars and trucks will increase an 
average of 8 per cent when the new 
model Fords go on sale this fall. 
The increase would raise the cost of 
Ford vehicles between $200 and $800, 
averaging about $420. But the firm did 
not say specifically how it would dis­ 
tribute the increases among its 
models. 


A Ford official cited rising costs in 
announcing the proposed increases in 
letters to the firm’s 6,800 dealers. 
“Although the company remains 
fully committed to pricing restraint, 
part of these costs must be offset,” 
Ford Division sales manager W.J. 
Oben wrote the dealers. 


An 8 per cent increase would bring 
the retail cost of an average sub 
compact Pinto to more than $3,000; a 
$4,500 Torino to $4,860, an $8,000 
Thunderbird to $8,640, and a $10,000 
Lincoln Continental to $10,800. 


The Pinto would cost $3,024 com­ 
pared to the current average $2,800. In 
May, 1973, the Pinto sold for $2,021. 
Throughout the 1974-model year, 
Ford has been in line with pricing 
leader General Motors as the four U.S. 
automakers —including Chrysler and 
American Motors—issued frequent 
retail sticker increases. 


Ford alone raised prices six times on 
1974-model cars, increasing the cost of 
the average Ford vehicle to $522 or 11.1 
per cent more than the vehicle cost at 
1973-model year end. 


Executives at Ford, GM and 
Chrysler indicated recently they in­ 
tend to continue periodic price in­ 
creases as long as the inflationary 
spiral continues. 
The automakers traditionally sought 
to schedule one increase each model 
year, in September. But during the 
current model run the firms each 
raised prices at least five times as 
material costs soared.

Group Helps Released Convicts 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - She knew 
a man who’d served three prison terms 
for car theft. So what kind of a job did 
she find him? Truck driving, of course. 


“He loves to drive, and he has an 
enormous respect for machinery,” 
said Mary Jane Musgrove, em­ 
ployment counselor for the central 
Ohio Seventh Step Foundation, a 
national convict post-release organ­ 
ization. 
Then there was the convict who’d 
been a drug addict for 15 years. She got 
him a job counseling drug users in a 
community social services program. 


“He certainly had the ability to 
relate,” she said. 


Ms. Musgrove, who uses the title by 
preference, spends five days a week 
matching the talents of ex-convicts 
with jobs or job training. 


Each man is unique and we try to 
capitalize on his uniqueness,” she said. 
“The prison population is as varied 
job-wise as the population as a whole.” 
The people who come in looking for 
help—usually men, although a few are 
women—are mostly poor, unskilled 
and discouraged about how long they 
can make it in the outside world 
without a way to support themselves, 
she said.

Coal Strike 
To Be Called 
By UMW Chief 


HARLAN, Ky. (AP) - United Mine 
Workers President Arnold Miller is 
planning to call a national coal strike 
in a move designed in part to help win 
an organizing drive in Kentucky. 
Miller told a press conference 
Sunday after a rally in Harlan County 
that he doesn’t know when the strike- 
billed as a “memorial period” will be 
staged. 
The union contends it would have the 
legal right to authorize such a work 
stoppage, noting that the contract with 
the coal industry provides for me­ 
morial periods totaling IO days over 
the life of the contract. 
Miller said the memorial period 
would be only partially related to a 
year-old strike by United Mine 
Workers at the Eastover Mining Co.’s 
Brookside mine in Harlan County. He 
said it also would be directed at 
proposed modifications of the 1969 Coal 
Mine Health and Safety Act. The union 
opposes the modifications. 
Miller and other UMW officials were 
here Sunday to rekindle the en­ 
thusiasm of about 180 miners who left 
their jobs at the Brookside mine last 
July after negotiations failed to pro­ 
duce agreement on an initial contract 
with Eastover. The union voted last 
June to be represented by the UMW.

A Memorable Trip 


NEW 
YORK - The Fifth 
an­ 
niversary ceremony of the lift-off of 
the first trip to the moon stirred some 
personal memories, if you don’t mind. 
I was the only casualty of that historic 
Apollo ll mission. I fell into an open 
elevator 
shaft 
aboard the 
U S S . 
Hornet the day the triumphant 
astronauts were fished from the sea. 
Anything for a laugh. 
Five years have wrought great 
changes in the space program, the 
priorities of mankind, and in the 
pioneering spacemen themselves. All 
three have left NASA. Neil Armstrong, 
who took that ‘‘one small step for a 
man; one great leap for mankind,” is 
now a shy and withdrawn engineering 
professor at the University of Cin­ 
cinnati. Buzz Aldrin, second man to 
step on the moon, later ran into 
domestic and psychiatric problems, 
left NASA, and then quit the Air Force 
when 
it 
would not 
give 
him 
a 
brigadier’s star. He now describes 
himself as “a free-wheeling rancher 
from California." Michael Collins, who 
minded the store in the moon orbit 
while his fellow crewmen prospected 
for moon rocks, left the space program 
to become an Assistant Secretary of 
State, was unhappy with the strange 
work, and now is the curator of the 
Smithsonian 
Institution's 
Space 
Museum rn Washington. 
Cape Kennedy has reverted to Cape 
Canaveral, at the will of the people of 
Florida. NASA’s budget has shrunken 
like a punctured ballon. The only 
firmly scheduled manned flight on its 
books is the link-up with the Russians 
in earth-orbit. set for next July. The 
long-range “shuttle” program cannot 
be ready before the end of this decade. 
The whole world held its breath and 
much of it prayed for the success of the 
Apollo ll mission. Black and white 
television pictures that came back to 
earth 
were 
fuzzy 
and 
ghost-like, 
compared to later color transmissions. 
But the people of the earth marveled 
and cheered. President Nixon, aboard 
the Hornet, spoke to the returned 
spacemen after the astronauts had 
been placed in their quarantine van 
aboard the aircraft carrier, to protect 
all earthlings from contamination or 
epidemics from “moon bacteria.” The 
President was like a boy as he spoke 
into his microphone and looked at their 
faces through the plate glass of the 
van. 
Their 
feat, 
he said, 
was 
mankind’s greatest “since Creation.” 
l>ess than 2,000 attended the fifth 
anniversary 
ceremony 
as 
the 
spacemen unveiled a plaque on the 
sandy site of their liftoff. It is now a 
national historic landmark. 
In all, 12 men were sent to the moon 
during the $24 billion Apollo program. 
Few Americans can now remember 
their names. Three lost their lives rn a 
command module fire during training 
— Gus Grissom, Ed White and Roger 
Chaffee.

13, 
aborted 
because of a mechanical 
malfunction as it neared the moon, but 
the crew swung around the moon and 
dramatically returned to earth on the 
auxiliary power of its lunar module.

One astronaut became a minister in 
a relatively obscure religious sect, 
another descended fathoms deep into 
the study of extra sensory perception. 
NASA saw fit to chastise one moo nm an 
for skipping a routine jet training 
flight, and three others for taking a 
packet of “first covers” to the moon, 
without authority, and later selling 
them to a German philatelist. One 
astronaut, Alan Shephard, made 
admiral and millionaire. 


In sum. it was a stunning American 
success, perhaps not the greatest 
event since Creation, but the stirring 
payoff on an assassinated President’s 
pledge, and the realization of man’s 
dream since he first looked up at night 
and beheld our radiant satellite. 


By coincidence, one of the best of the 
Apollo 
watchers, 
the 
National 
Geographic's Franc Shor, died on the 
fifth anniversary of the lift-off. He was 
there that hot morning of July 16,1969, 
a big man hovering over and beating 
the stuffing out of a tiny portable 
typewriter, and giving vent to a 
Niagara of sweat. 
“How you doing?’ I asked him as I 
was leaving. 
“Awful,” Franc said, as only a

spot 
news 


reporter could say. “If I don’t finish 
this piece damned soon I’ll miss our 
Christmas issue.” 
As for being the only casualty in an 
engineering and scientific spectacular 
that employed tens of thousands of 
technicians in the U.S. and around the 
world, well, I’ll try to give it the 
Reader’s Digest touch. I think I was 
the only reporter aboard the Pacific- 
based carrier Hornet, the morning the 
Apollo ll crew splashed down, who had 
also covered the take-off from Cape 
Kennedy. This must have gone to my 
head and bubbled it, because I didn’t 
understand the ship’s bullhorn that 
instructed us to rush immediately to 
elevator No. 2, to be taken below. The 
astronauts, still cooped in the rescue 
chopper, had been lowered to the 
hangar deck on elevator No. I. 
Anyway, elevator No. 2 was sinking 
like a bride’s first souffle when I 
neared it. I made a crazy leap for it as 
it sank, not knowing that when one of 
those big platform s descends it 
automatically raises a cable fence 
around the excavation. I tripped over 
the top cable as it rose and went 
headfirst down to the rapidly sinking 
elevator. I came out of the experience 
with a tetch of phlebitis, but the Navy 
doesn’t answer my letters.

NEW YORK (AP) - Whether the 
economy is 
having a 
spasm, 
as 
Commerce Secretary Frederick Dent 
suggests, or a spell or an attack or a 
fever or whatever, consumers know it 
is occurring pretty close to the fi­ 
nancial heart. 
The effect is to leave ordinary people 
gasping for sustenance —cutting into 
their savings rate, running up credit, 
striking for higher wages, searching 
for nonexistent bargains. 
Buying power for factory workers 
has declined in recent months, as has 
personal savings. Ixian delinquencies 
are up in many categories, including 
m ortgages. 
New 
m ortgages are 
almost impossible to obtain. 
As consumer prices continue to rise, 
the second-quarter increase being at 
an annual rate of nearly ll per cent, 
consumers are faced with the task of 
paying at least $14.71 for goods and 
services that cost $10 in 1967. 
And despite the encouragement that 
Dent and other administration figures 
claim to find in the most dismal of re­ 
ports, there are solid indicators that 
prices, including those for food, will 
continue rising. 
Concern about whether the country 
is in the midst of a recession is, 
therefore, merely semantic and of no 
consequence to most people. 
Some economists subscribe to a 
definition of recession as being two 
straight quarterly declines in the 
Gross 
National 
Product, 
or 
total

production of goods and services. 
Those two declines have occurred. 
Dent says the definition is too 
severe, 
and a 
good 
many 
other 
econom ists believe so too. They 
especially note that unemployment in 
recent months hasn’t risen above 5.2 
per cent, and much less than that for 
heads of household. 
People are working, they say, and 
they are getting raises too. And a good 
many families are buying up a storm, 
judging from the 1.9 per cent rise in 
personal consumption expenditures, 
compared with a 4.7 per cent first- 
quarter decline. 
But those who maintain we are in a 
recession claim that the jobless rate 
now might be rising toward 6 per cent 
by year end. And much of that per­ 
sonal spending, they add, is meant to 
beat higher prices later. 
This latter attitude is as seriously 
important as any of the statistics, 
which are mere indicators of what has 
already happened rather than what is 
likely to happen. 
Dent interprets the current quarter 
from June through August as a period 
of adjustment, with the economy 
improving at least in terms of output. 
The economy is sound, he said. 
But it is this very coincidence of bad 
report-good outlook that seems to have 
disillusioned some people. Month after 
month some member of the 
ad­ 
ministration tries to reassure the 
people, and probably creates the op­ 
posite result. 
Americans are growing cynical 
about economic matters. They don’t 
expect much improvement in their 
personal financial condition. And they 
really don’t believe government will do 
much about it either. 
And that adds up to recession, if not 
statistically 
then 
certainly 
emotionally.

Earlier, the sailing itself came as a 
surprise to many U.S. officials, 
although they were aware Turkey had 
concentrated troops and tanks on its 
southern coast. 
Pentagon sources reported the 
Turks had closed off the area around 
the port of Mersin, excluding U.S. 
attaches and other observers. 
Pentaton officials insisted all last 
week that the United States was not 
conducting aerial reconnaissance over 
southern Turkey and Cyprus, or the 
waters between. They said they were 
depending on the British for that kind 
of information as the United States 
strove to maintain a low military 
profile in the situation. 
But even with knowledge that the 
Turkish force had sailed, officials said 
they had no way of knowing what the 
Turks intended. 
U.S. intelligence has come under 
criticism in two major crises in the 
past six years. It was accused of 
failing to anticipate the Soviet invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in 1968 and of 
misinterpreting the signs of an im­ 
minent Arab attack on Israel last 
October. 
Meanwhile, there are indications 
Turkey may have reconsidered briefly 
before taking the plunge into Cyprus. 
Kissinger said he first was informed 
Friday evening that the Turkish fleet 
was heading for shore, but that later 
information indicated the ships had 
turned around and withdrawn outside 
Cyprus’ territorial waters. 
But Kissinger said that about 25 
minutes later, amid frantic efforts to 
gain a 48-hour respite for last-ditch 
negotiations, he got word that the 
Turkish force had reversed course 
again and a special U.S. envoy was in­ 
formed that the Turkish government 
had decided to land on Cyprus.

The so-called soft contacts have 
gained wide popularity in the three 
years they have been available in the 
United States because of the ease with 
which they can be worn. 
Dr. 
Barton L. Hodes, an oph­ 
thalmologist on the faculty at Nor­ 
thwestern University medical school, 
said that while he would fit his own 
children with soft contact lenses if they 
needed them today, ‘‘they’re not the 
answer to everybody’s problems.” 
Dr. Whitney G. Sampson, a Houston, 
Tex., ophthalmologist who is president 
of the Contact l>ens Association of 
Ophthalmologists, said at a recent 
symposium on contact lenses that 
“soft —as well as hard—contact lenses 
are here to stay.” 
But the decision as to which the 
patient needs should be the eye doc­ 
tor’s, he said. 
He said there were some early 
problems with soft contacts because 
the same techniques used for fitting 
the hard ones were used. 
But he said the soft lenses are now 
“ definitely 
safe, 
effective 
and 
warranted in a fair percentage of 
situations” in the management of 
certain vision problems. 
Contact lenses correct vision the 
same way eyeglasses do. 
There are no accurate figures on the 
number of persons wearing contact 
lenses or eyeglasses. An estimated 50 
per cent or more of the population 
wear some type of corrective lenses. 


Of these, contacts may be worn by 2.5 
to 3 per cent. 
A hard contact lens is a tiny, thin 
bowl-shaped shell of corrective plastic 
which fits over the cornea 
Soft contacts are made of more 
pliable plastic containing water and 
are larger than the hard lenses. They 
were developed in Czechoslovakia 
about 15 years ago and have been ap­ 
proved for use in the United States only 
since March 1971. 
Hodes said the cost of hard contacts 
usually runs $125 to $225 initially, with 
lower replacements costs, while soft 
contacts might cost $250 to $450 or $500 
He said the advantages of soft lenses 
are “remarkable comfort and patient 
acceptance” as soon as they are in­ 
serted. They do not have to be worn on 
the steady schedule required for hard 
contacts. 


He said major disadvantages are 
that more care is required to keep 
them clean; visual acuity is slightly 
less sharp; they will not correct 
astigmatism, a condition in which an 
imperfectly shaped eyeball results in 
blurred vision because rays of light are 
improperly focused, they are fragile 
and can tear easily; they have to be re­ 
placed after 18 to 24 months; they can 
harbor infectious bacteria if not cared 
for properly; they absorb hair spray 
and other contaminants, and the 
shape, size and color cannot be 
modified.

Ohio Legislature 
Returns To Work 
On Money Measure 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
legislature returns from summer 
recess today for an expected one-day 
session to act on a new $124 million 
supplemental appropriations bill and 
possibly a few other matters. 


House Speaker A. G. I^ancione, D-99 
Bellaire, and other leaders said 
business will be restricted to matters 
assigned to joint conference com­ 
mittees when the lawmakers ad­ 
journed June 12. 


Biggest among those is the sup­ 
plemental spending bill which un­ 
derwent two minor changes Monday 
by the same committee that thought it 
had finished its work at an interim 
session July 16. Both changes involved 
schools. 
Otherwise, another conference 
com m ittee 
reached 
agreem ent 
Monday night on a bill defining the 
rights and responsibilities of Ohio’s 
landlords and tenants. Under the bill, 
tenants are required to keep resi­ 
dences intact and clean, but they may 
withhold rents if landlords fail to 
maintain the property adequately. 


Also possible for floor votes in both 
chambers was a major bill to revise 
Ohio’s probate court system. The 
conference 
com m ittee 
on 
that 
legislation was to meet again Tuesday 
morning to iron out what was said to be 
“a few remaining details.” 


Generally,

as a result means less legal expense

The conference committee on the 
budget measure, headed by House

Shoemaker, I>88 Bonneville, made 
one lith hour change he said would 
save the Cincinnati City School 
District about $700,000 in the coming 
school year. 
It inserts language preventing the 
district from losing its special $10 per 
pupil municipal overburden subsidy 
even if it drops slightly below the 70,- 
000 enrollment required to receive the 
subsidy when the fall term begins. 
Some 
Cincinnati 
legislators 
threatened to withhold their support of 
the entire bill unless the committee 
made the change before bringing it to 
the floor. 
The committee also decided Monday 
to bring joint vocational school 
districts into the bill by having them 
share in the $20 per pupil subsidy in­ 
crease provided for the state’s 620 
regular school districts. 
Shoemaker said their inclusion 
would not affect the $45 million total 
for the education part of the bill, since 
it was learned it would not cost quite as 
much for the others as originally 
calculated. About 24,000 vocational ed 
students would qualify for the subsidy, 
he said. 
The com m ittee brushed aside 
complaints by state universities and 
the state pension systems that their 
allocations in the spending bill were 
inadequate. 


Shoemaker said the committee 
decided to ‘‘do nothing” about com­ 
plaints of the universities. They said 
that they and some state agencies 
would have to provide $17 million on 
their own to make the committee’s $22 
million appropriation enough to meet 
the cost of a proposed 10-30 cent hourly 
pay raise. 
The chairman said the universities 
and state agencies which charge fees 
to the public always have had to share 
in the cost of wage increases. ‘‘We’ve 
always done it that way, and we’re 
going to do it that way this time,” he 
said. 
Shoemaker said the committee had 
no choice but to have the retirement 
system come up with about $19 million 
to meet the $25 million cost of in­ 
creasing benefits of some 76,000 
retired state workers. But he said 
“they only will have to do it for the 
remainder of this biennium. The state 
will pick up the cost after that.” 
The bill otherwise contains $19.5 
million to increase the personal in­ 
come tax exemption from $500 to $650 a 
year, and other lesser amounts for 
projects that include aid to Ohio’s 
tornado damaged areas, free mass 
transit for the elderly, and state 
subsidies for transporting Ohio’s 
mentally retarded pupils. 


Collins Loses

IRONTON, Ohio 'AP) — A jury 
deliberating the land damage suit for 
$200,000 against Rep. Oakley C. 
Collins, R-92, Ironton, Coleman Collins 
and the former Collins Mining Co., 
returned a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiffs today. 
The jury granted Frank and Carrie 
Wagner $250 in damages. 


The Wagners’ suit claims more than 
1,500 tons of sand and silt slipped 
downhill onto their farm from a Collins 
strip mine operation, ruining its value 
as a farm. 


Three witnesses testified for the 
defense Monday morning. 


Dennis Garwood, a civil engineer 
from Southpoint, testified there was no 
immediate danger to the Wagner 
house from “slippage or anything 
more than a minor runoff.” 


Assistant Jackson County engineer 
Roy ce Horton told the jury that the 
sediment dam at the mine in his 
opinion would trap any sedimentation 
coming down the hillside. 


Pete Chaffins, foreman of the strip 
mine crew that worked above the 
Wagner property, said he had toured 
the area Sunday and saw no sands 
washing down the hill.

Bugging Helps 
Fight Illnesses 


COLUMBUS, Ohio I AP)— Professor 
John D. Briggs likes to be bugged. He 
hopes it will help him cure human 
illnesses. 


Briggs, professor of entomology at 
Ohio State University and director of 
the World Health Organization Inter­ 
national Reference Center, receives 
hundreds of insects each week from all 
over the world. 


He studies the insects rn hopes of 
finding cures for such illnesses as 
malaria and sleeping sickness, carried 
by certain kinds of mosquitoes and 
black flies. 
Recently, Briggs said he and his 
colleagues isolated a bacteria that kills 
Anopheles mosquitoes, which transmit 
malaria. 
He said he also helped develop a 
bacteria that kills a West African 
cousin of the black fly that spreads an 
eye disease called onchocerciasis, or 
“river blindness.” 
But his research is mostly interested 
in "getting rid of the transmission of 
disease” not wiping out the insect, 
Briggs emphasized. 


G M President's Wife 
Heads Company 


SOUTHFIELD, Mich. (AP) - Dollie 
Cole, socialite wife of the president of 
General Motors, has been named to 
head an auto parts supply firm. 
Noel Gage, chairman of Huron Die 
Casting Inc., said Monday Mrs. Cole 
had been elected president of the firm. 
Huron makes injection molded plastic 
parts for the auto industry and em­ 
ploys about 135 persons. 
“ Mr. Cole is not a stockholder in the 
Huron company, and in view of the 
imminence of his retirement from GM, 
we see no conflict of interest." Gage 
said. Ed Cole turns 65 this fall and falls 
victim to GM’s mandatory retirement.

This 
year, he said he plans to return for 
more first-hand testing since some 
conditions cannot be duplicated in the 
lab. 
Briggs said the Anopheles bacteria 
probably is two or three years from 
widespread use.

WIGINGTON, Ohio I AP)— A Cin­ 
cinnati Bengals fan picketed the 
team’s training camp here Monday to 
protest the continuing strike by the 
National Football league Players 
Association. 
The man, who refused to give his 
name, said he wanted to be identified 
as a fan and a Cincinnati businessman. 
One side of the man’s picket sign 
read: "One Man’s Opinion.” The other 
side said: "No Fans-No money,” ‘‘No 
Money-No Football,” "No Football— 
Go To Work,’’ "We Are Fans—Not

Bengals player representative Pat 
Matson reduced the number of pickets 
at Wilmington College to five each day 
on an alternating basis. 
Matson, who has been deluged by 
anti-strike mail and telephone calls 
indicated he was sensitive to the 
criticism. 
“Nobody gets all that upset when 
there’s a strike at General Motors,” 
Matson said last week. "I realize this 
is an emotional thing and I’m upset 
that we had to do it. But there are 
conditions we want to change— a 
retirement 
plan—the same things 
other people want." 
Matson added he had hoped it w ould 
not go so far as it has. He said he, like 
the other players, want to get back to 
^playing football. 
Coach and General Manager Paul 
Brown called the latest breakdown in 
negotiations between the league and 
the NFLPA “a pathetic situation” 
which may disrupt the football season.

I-ast year the Reds drew 2,017,671 
fans in their fight to overtake the Los 
Angeles Dodgers and win the National 
league West title the third time in four 
years. 
The Reds are in almost the same 
position as last year, trailing the 
Dodgers by 54 games, two less than at 
this tune last year. 
Reds’ attendance, with 64 games 
remaining, is 1,190,759, up 21,925 from

COLUMBUS - BancOhio Cor­ 
poration reports that operating earn­ 
ings, before securities transactions 
and the cumulative effect of an ac­ 
counting change reported earlier, 
increased 19.7 per cent during the 
second quarter of 1974 and 11.2 per cent 
during the first half of this year, in 
comparison with the same periods last 
year. 
Operating earnings for the second 
quarter of 1974 totaled $6,496,000, or 
$.89 per share, including $724,000 or 
$.10 per share, representing the effect 
of the accounting change for in­ 
stallment loan income for the first half 
of 1974. This compares with $5,423,000. 
or $.74 per share for the corresponding 
period in 1973. First half operating 
earnings were $11,302,000, or $1.55 per 
share, compared with $10,163,000 or

In other cases, it’s 
the reverse. 
In many cases, it’s con­ 
fusing. 
Green Bay placekicker 
Chester Marcol announced 
Monday that he would break 
the union strike and report to 
Packers camp Tuesday; 
punter I^rry Seiple returned

Dolphins 
Monday—bringing to 15 the 
number of veterans there; 
and tight end Mike Hancock, 
used mostly on the special 
teams, 
reported 
to 
the 
Washington Redskins’ camp 
at Dickinson University. 


At the other training camps 
where striking union mem­ 
bers work out at their own 
pace, things appear to be 
going, fairly well. 
In Washington, some 25 
Redskins vets were joined by 
other N FL players including 
Alan Page of the Minnesota 
Vikings, Kermit Alexander of 
the Philadelphia Eagles, Cal 
Snowden of the San Diego 
Chargers, Willie Brown of the 
Oakland Raiders and George 
Nock of the Baltimore Colts. 
“ It sure beats doing noth­ 
ing,’’ star running back I .airy 
Brown said at the camp, 
which was operated much 
like 
the 
one 
they 
are 
boycotting. Players opened 
the workout with warmups, 
ran laps and participated in 
various drills with quarter­ 
backs Sonny Jurgensen, Bill 
Kilm er and Sam Wyche 
directing the attack. 
The main thing we’re 
trying to do is get down the 
execution and timing,’’ said 


co-captain Charley Taylor. 
“ And we’re getting in some 
work.” 
The same goes for the Long 
Beach, Calif., camp of the I/)s 
Angeles Rams’ veterans, 
where 28 striking players 
welcomed back wide receiver 
I,ance Rentzel after his one- 
year suspension for pleading 
guilty 
to 
marijuana 
possession. 
In the more 
orthodox 
training camps, 
coaches 
continued 
to 
supervise 
workouts with the talent they 
had available. The talent in 
the New Orleans Saints’ 
camp didn’t seem to impress 
Coach John North.

The Sunday off may be the 
last one the Saints will enjoy 
for a while; the exhibition 
season is scheduled to open in 
less than two weeks—whether 
the veterans are there or not. 
NFL Owners Hike Trainees' Pay 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - 
National Football League 
owners are sweetening the 
pot for the 114 veterans who 
have crossed picket lines and 
reported to training camp. 
The N FL Management 
Council, bargaining agency 
for the owners in the labor 
dispute with the N FL Players 
Association, ordered a salary 
increase Monday night for all 
players, including rookies 
and free agents, who are in 
training. 
The action came after 
negotiations had moved back 
to point zero with no date set 
for 
future 
contract 
bargaining. 
Federal Mediator James 
Scearce said Monday the 
negotiations had collapsed 
and that he did not intend to 
call another meeting until 
“ there is reason to believe 
that the talks will result in 
progress.’’ 
In New York, Wellington 
Mara, 
chairman 
of 
the 
NFLM C 
executive 
com­ 
mittee, announced that it was 
immediately “ authorizing the 
26 clubs to implement the 
improved pay schedule to all 
players now in training 
camps.” 
This means that each 
rookie will now get $200 a 
week while in camp, rather 
than a daily pay of $15.65. And 
the veterans who defied the 
union will get an additional IO 
per cent of their salary, up to 
$10,000 for 
the training 
season. 
Earlier in the day, Scearce 
conducted a brief bargaining 
session to which the players 
union sent seven represen­ 
tatives but the management 
sent only attorney Sargent 
Karch.

Barring last-minute changes 
by CBS, the 1974-75 season 
will be the first in IO years 
that the National Geographic 
Society hasn’t had one or 
more of its specials on net­ 
work television. 
The reason: A federal court 
decision last month which or­ 
dered the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission to 
delay until September 1975 
revisions the FCC had made 
in its prime time access rule. 
The revisions in effect 
would have increased by 1*£ 
hours a week the time each 
network could have on local 
stations during the prime 
evening hours, the FCC says. 
But because of the court or­ 
der, CBS, which had planned 
to air six half-hour National 
Geographic

to drop the programs from its 
1974-75 schedule.

Geographic specials last 
season — wasn’t renewing its 
contract with them for the 
new season. 
After ABC’s decision, “ we 
in essence were looking for a 
network when CBS told us it 
had this opening from 7:30 to 
8 on Saturday nights,’’ said 
Dennis B. Kane, head of the 
Society’s TV division. 
He said the six shows, pro­ 
duced in association with 
documentarian David L.

They were cut to 30 minutes 
each for CBS. 
“ It seemed at the time the 
CBS offer was the only thing 
available to us and it was up 
to us to make the decision on 
whether we wanted that or 
not,’’ Kane said. 
“ We finally said, ‘Rather 
than leave television, because 
we feel that it is important, 
we’ll stay in it in the half-hour 
format and see what happens 
the following year.’” 
They’ll appear during the 
new TV season in Canada, he 
added, but there’s little 
chance they’ll appear then on 
CBS, which aired National 
Geographic specials for eight 
seasons until 1973-74. 
Although CBS expressed 
hope it could air the shows 
then, the Society is free to 
deal with other networks, he 
said. He was asked why 
National Geographic doesn’t 
try the syndicated route. 
“ We may,” he said. “ We’re 
not ruling that out. We’ve 
even thought of trying public 
television, but we haven’t 
decided which direction we’re 
going to take. 
“ We may just take the year 
off, finish all our shows and 
be back on next year the way 
we normally have been. But 
there’s no question we feel 
very badly that we probably 
won’t be on this year.”

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Legislative Report

Members of a House-Senate Con­ 
ference Committee have reached an 
agreement on a $123.8 million sup­ 
plemental appropriation bill. 
Pay raises for some 80,000 state, 
county welfare, and university em­ 
ployees are included in the measure. 
Conferees agreed to a 30c per hour 
pay raise to those workers earning less 
than $8,000 per year; 20c per hour to 
employees earning between $8,000 and 
$12,000 per year; and 10c per hour to 
workers receiving over $12,000 per 
year. In all, these salary increases will 
cost some $22 million. 
Another im portant part of the 
agreement is an increase in the per­ 
sonal exemption amount allowed on 
the state personal income tax from the 
present $500 to $650 per person. This 
provision would not take effect until 
tax year 1975 and thus the increased 
exemption amount would not be 
allowable until tax forms are filed in 
early 1976. 
Other major appropriations in the 
conference committee report include: 
-$45 million for elementary' and 
secondary school aid to be distributed 
to all Ohio school districts at the rate of 
$20 per pupil. 
—$5.5 midion for increased pension 
benefits of presently retired state 
employees. 
—$14.9 million to pay interest on 
state bonds sold to finance the Vietnam 
Veterans Bonus. 
—$12.5 million for state matching 
funds for vocational education con­ 
struction. 
—$5 million for disaster relief 
primarily aimed at helping Xenia 
residents. 
—$2.1 million to subsidize tra n s ­ 
portation costs of students enrolled in 
programs for the trainable mentally 
retarded. 
—$2 million for free transportation 
of senior citizens of mass transit 
during non-rush hours. 
Both the House and Senate are 
scheduled to meet this week to vote on 
the conference committee report. 


offices. The ceilings range from $1.5 
million for Governor or U.S. Senator to 
several hundred for school board 
candidates. 


Under the legislation, public em­ 
ployees can not be made to contribute 
to a “flower fund” as a condition for 
continued employment. Contracts can 
not be aw arded, except through 
competitive bidding, to any business 
whose owner contributed more than 
$1000 to the campaign of the of­ 
ficeholder responsible for the contract. 


Cash contributions are limited by the 
measure to no more than $100 by an 
individual to any campaign for any 
election. An Ohio Elections 
Com­ 
mission is established to enforce the 
new campaign financing laws. The 
five-member commission would be 
comprised of four individuals ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary of State and 
one individual selected by those four. 


Ohio’s new campaign finance law, 
enacted earlier this year by the 
General Assembly, goes into effect this 
week. 
The measure is aimed at allowing 
closer public scrutiny of the way 
election campaigns are financed. 
The new law requires candidates 
and their campaign com m ittees to 
disclose the amounts and sources of 
contributions before as well as after 
the election. This will allow citizens to 
know before they vote where a can­ 
didate's campaign funds are coming 
from. 
Under the legislation, all con­ 
tributions to a candidate must be 
handled by a single campaign com­ 
mittee, preventing a candidate from 
spending and hiding contributions 
among several committees. 
Ceilings are established by the 
measure on the amounts that can be 
spent in campaigns for state and local 


The smallest annual increase in the 
number of 
recipients 
of 
Aid 
to 
Dependent Children (ADC) in the past 
eight years was reported by the Ohio 
Department of Public Welfare. 


During fiscal year 1974, only 8,377 
low-income families signed up for 
ADC, one of the lowest increases in 17 
years. 


The number of new ADC recipients 
has declined since the peak in fiscal 
year 1971 when 103,938 persons signed 
up for ADC. 


The 1974 increase in new ADC 
recipients was the lowest recorded in 
all but one year since 1957. In 1966, a 
decrease in new recipients was 
recorded, but unemployment was 
three pre cent that year, the lowest at 
any time in the 1960’s.

Toledoans 
Support 
Impeachment 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)-M ore than 
half the persons polled in Ohio’s Ninth 
Congressional District favor im­ 
peachment of President Nixon, showed 
a public opinion survey by the Amer­ 
ican Institute for Political Com­ 
munication. 


The poll, released Monday, showed 
58.4 per cent of those surveyed favored 
impeachment, while 33 per cent did 
not. 


The district encompasses Toledo and 
its suburbs. 


At the same time, a poll of the state’s 
Fifth Congressional District made up 
of several smaller towns in nor­ 
theastern Ohio, showed 41.5 per cent in 
favor of impeachment and 46.5 per 
cent against. 


The poll concluded that generally, 
persons who live further from the 
cities are likely to oppose either im­ 
peachm ent or conviction of the 
President. 


Residents of both districts rated 
inflation and the cost of living far 
above the Watergate scandal and 
impeachment. 


When forced to choose between 
Watergate and the cost of living, 61.8 
per cent of those questioned in the 
Toledo area said inflation was most 
important. In the rural district, 62. 4 
per cent chose inflation. 
When allowed to make the choice of 
issues without suggestion, inflation 
was again at the top, although with less 
striking figures. 
The poll was answered by 668 per­ 
sons rn the two districts, the institute 
said. 
The institute describes itself as a 
nonprofit, nonpartisan organization 
which supports itself mainly by sales 
of books about public opinion and its 
influence on public policy.
